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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it does not overcome the previously set forth 
rejections. If the proposed amendment were entered, the Examiner would withdraw the 35 USC 112 rejection because the Applicant has 
properly amended the claims to have support in the Specification. In response to Applicant's argument that Philippe does not teach 
coating fibers, the Examiner respectfully submits that one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the 
rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 
800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The Examiner has relied on the Philippe reference for suggesting a certain thickness of 
coating. The Examiner acknowledges that Philippe does not teach a fibrous substrate, therefore, the Examiner has used Tamio which 
teaches a fibrous substrate as the main reference. It is the position of the Examiner that at least a portion of the fibers would be coated 
when a continuous coating over the layer is applied. If the Applicant requires that the entire surface area of each individual fiber is 
coated, the Applicant should amend the claims to reflect that aspect of the invention. It should be noted that Philippe teaches a coating c 
Applicant's desired thickness. The rejection of claims 1 and 10 over Arakawa in view of Philippe is maintained. Likewise, the Examiner 
maintains the rejection of claims 1 - 9, 1 1 - 19 and 21 over Murasawa in view of Philippe and the rejection of claim 20 as being 
unpatentable over Murasawa in view of Philippe and further in view of Oosawa . 
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
